OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; PROVIDING FOR AMENDMENTS 
AGREED TO BETWEEN PALM BEACH COUNTY AND THE 
FLORIDA DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY AFFAIRS IN A 
STIPULATED SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT; CONTAINING 
AMENDMENTS MODIFYING THE TEAT OF THE 
TRANSPORTATION ELEMENT AND THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN 
MAP SERIES; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING 
FOR INCLUSION IN THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance No. 89- 
Lig ana 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted C to the Comprehensive 
Plan on November 17, 1997 in Ordinance No. 97-49 and 97-50 (DCA No. 97- 
2); and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Community Affairs issued a statement 
of intent to find the Comprehensive Plan amendments in Ordinances 97-49 
and 97-50 Not in Compliance on January 14, 1998; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
approved a stipulated settlement agreement with the Department of 
Community Affairs on September 1, 1998 which identifies remedial 
amendments to be enacted by Palm Beach County within 60 days following 
approval of the stipulated settlement agreement; and 

WHEREAS, in the Stipulated Settlement Agreement, the Department 
of Community Affairs agreed that if the adopted remedial plan 
amendments satisfy the agreement, the Department will issue a notice of 
intent addressing the stipulated settlement agreement amendments as 
being in compliance; and 


WHEREAS, Exhibit B to the Stipulated Settlement Agreement set 
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forth the remedial amendments which Palm Beach County and the 
Department of Community Affairs agreed would bring the Palm — 
County Comprehensive Plan into compliance; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 
the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a single public 
hearing as provided in section 163.3184 (16) (d), Fla. Stat. (1993) ont 
September 16, 1998 to consider adoption of Comprehensive Plan 
amendments consistent with the terms of the stipulated settlement. 
agreement approved on September 1, 1998.

Policy 1.1-i: The County (through the MPO) shall maintain a level of service (LOS) 
performance standard to regularly monitor and evaluate each mass transit bus route by 


assessing peak hour headways. For each individual route, a minimum LOS shall be 
established which would dictate that no individual route shall exceed a 1.5 hour peak hour 


headway. 


Policy 1.1-j: | Forroads on the Florida Intrastate Highway System (FIHS). the level of 
service standard shall be Level of Service D in Urbanized Areas: Level of Service C in 
Transitioning Urban Areas, Urban Areas or Communities: and. Level of Service B in rural 
areas as adopted by the Florida Department of Transportation. This standard must be met 
for roadways ona peak hour/peak direction basis. Calculations of this standard shall be 
in accordance with the methodologies for roadway capacity, contained within the Highway 
Capacity Manual. Special Report 209, Third Edition (Chapter 11). as published and 





periodically updated by the Transportation Research Board or the FDOT’s “Florida’s 


Level of Service Standards and Guidelines Manual.” The County. in coordination with 
FDOT. will adopt a procedure using the most current version of “ART Plan” or more 
complex analysis techniques for specific FIHS facilities. For projects with impacts on 
FIHS roadways. the level of service standard shall be established and met for each project 
phase. and upon completion of the project.
